FILLS BIG BILL 


Located in the O rthopedic Clin­ 
ic is a w orkshop from which is­ 
sues a steady stream of braces, 
sp lin t and other contrivances de­ 
signed to speed the recovery of 
orthopedic patients. 
The shop is under the direction 
of T/4 D onald Long who hails 
fro m Portland, Ore. Sgt. Long 
w as a student m achinist before 
entering th e service over four 
y ea rs ago and received his m edi­ 
cal 
training at B arnes O rtho­ 
pedic H ospital and Cam p W hite, 
O re., before coming to Torney. 
T h ere are seven m en on the shop 
staff. In addition to Sgt. Long, 
th e staff includes Pfc. Charles 
G rabeel. Pfc. C harles Haan, Pfc. 
W alter C rane, Sgt. Donald Kil- 
bourae, P vt. 
Frank 
Carm anica 
an d Pvt. C harles Sampson. 
T he shop is equipped to turn 
o u t anything that m ight be ask­ 
ed of it for th e use of orthepedic , 
patien ts and the staff is able to ' 
deliver in short order a leg cast, 
a rc h 
support, 
spinal 
support 
brace, splint or any molded lea­ 
th e r brace for various parts of 
th e anatom y. 
T he w ork of the brace shop is 
highly complicated. O nly by indi­ 
vidual “tailoring" can the patient 
!x> perfectly fitted. P laster molds 
are made o f fractured lim bs or 
backs before braces are made, 
and great care is exercised to 
m ake certain the braces fit p er­ 
fectly and th a t they provide all 
needed reinforcem ent. An ordin­ 
ary month’s output at the shop 
includes approxim ately 
50 
leg 
braces, 10 back braces, 20 splints 
and 15 or m ore m olded leather 
supports of various types. 
Besides 
th e 
job 
of 
m aking 
braces and splints, th e shop is 
constantly called upon to sharp­ 
en 
and rep air surgical in stru ­ 
m ents, construct special appara­ 
tu s for Reconditioning and P h y ­ 
sical Therapy and m any other 
jo b s that help keep our hospital 
running efficiently. 
Braces help m ake it possible 
for patients to throw away th eir 
crutches from one to six m onths 
quicker th a t would be possible 
if they w ere not available. TGH 
is fortunate to have its brace shop 
as few G eneral H ospitals have 
th is service.

“Public .sentiment is everything. With public 
sentiment nothing can fail: without 11 nothing can 
succeed. Consequently he who molds public senti­ 
ment goes deeper than he who enacts statutes 01 
pronounces decisions, lie makes statutes and deci­ 
sions possible or impossible to execute.” 
—ABRAHAM LINCOLN 


When the immortal Lincoln spoke those works, 
the United States was torn by Civil War—the very 
existence of our country threatened by bitter dif­ 
ferences among our people. 
Yet Abraham Lincoln, though he was President 
of the United States, clothed with all the power of 
his high office, knew that in the final analysis the 
American people, rather than the President or the 
Congress, would determine whether we came out of 
th cataclysm divided and weak, or whether we sur­ 
vived as a great Nation. 
A true believer in democracy, lie could say with­ 
out loss of dignity—“Public sentiment is every­ 
thing; without it nothing can succeed.” And a vital 
part of Linoln’s great wisdom was that lie never 
under-estimated, nor ignored, the town hall leaders 
or the cracker-barrel philosophers of his day, the 
molders of public opinion who were close to the 
people. When there were bitter rifts in the national 
capital: when he had doubt, prehaps, as to which 
way to turn—Lincoln turned to the people for help 
and guidance. And in the end the people turned to 
Lincoln for leadership, because he had earned their 
trust and was responsive to their will. 
As we commemorate the anniversary of Lin­ 
coln’s birthday this year, it would be well if, our 
leaders in Washington would be guided by the ex­ 
ample of The Great Emancipator. Never was there 
a time in our country’s history when it was more 
important that mutual confidence should exist be­ 
tween the people and their representatives. Never 
was there a time when molders of public opinion— 
w hether they be preachers or teachers, publishers 
or public officials, business men or labor leaders— 
owed such a vital responsibility to the Nation to 
use their influence for the welfare of the country 
and humanity. 


My Kingdom for a Pin! 


One of the strange aspects of our war-time econ­ 
omy is that little things could produce such big, 
serious sh o rta g es— such little things, for instance, 
as pins. 
For want of a pin, babies have been known to 
step right out of their three-cornered pants, a dis­ 
aster of no little consequence in any self-respect­ 
ing household. 
We are happy to note, therefore, that the OPA 
reports there are now enough safety pins being 
manufactured to meet all essential needs. “Essen­ 
tial needs” were not defined, but we must assume 
that diapers would call for an A-l priority. 
Common pins, the OPA admits, still will be un­ 
commonly hard to find, however, as production is 
below requirements. 


With Such as These America is Safe 


Although the sacrifices being made by the young 
people of today for their country, are now being 
taken for granted by many, they are so common, 
once in a while an instance comes to light that 
makes the older generation really appreciate these 
young people. 
Two such cases were told of in a 
letter recently received in Banning. It tells of two 
young servicemen and what they have done for 
their country. 
One young man, son of a wealthy Denver man, 
left school as a Freshman in high school to join the 
Coast Guard: then the Navy in 1939, at Manila. 
From 1939 he served in China and on December 7, 
when .war broke out, was in Manila. Up until that 
time he had been serving under bis brother; but on 
the day of the invasion, through field glasses, saw 
him captured by the Japs. This young man escaped 
from the Philippines by way of Baatan and Cor­ 
regidor. He has been wounded three times. The 
last time he was in the hospital nine months. In­ 
stead of the honorable discharge offered him, he 
went back into the service. 
____ 
A friend of the young man who suffered perma­ 
nent injuries in a Japanese bombing at Saipan 
continues to serve, although he, too, could have had 
i discharge.

Your Post-War Car 


Breathes there the man, with soul so dead, who 
never to himself hath said—Gee, how I want a new 
auto! 
If such there be, he should skip this editorial. 
This is written for nine million other guys (and 
their wives and children) who, according to the 
automotive statisticians, are all yearning for the 
first new post-war models. 
The news is neither all good, nor all bad. While 
the future is expected to bring great advances in 
car mechanism, due to the war-time development 
of greater-powered engine fuels, new synthetics, 
new plastics, etc., improvement in engine perform­ 
ance is a long-term job—and there will be few 
mechanical changes in the first after-the war 
automobiles. 
The new 1946-47 models ( and that’s about when 
you can expect them !) will, horwever, embody many 
design changes—such things as new grille pat­ 
terns, new types of upholstery, rakish fenders and 
eye-appeal gadgets. The new dashboards, in fact, 
will be out of this world, with dazzling instrument 
panels that will delight mother, fascinate father— 
and captivate junior. 
Contain yourselves, though, gentlemen, because 
the auto authorities fear that the first cars may be 
rationed, as the demand doubtless will exceed the 
supply. The potential post-war demand, say the 
experts, will approximate 9,000,000 cars, while the 
output during the first year of production probably 
will be around 2,000,000. 
But after the first year, 
production will really get into high—and by 1947, 
if Germany is defeated during 1945, auto salesmen 
will be calling at your door, pleading with you to 
try out a new model. 


Violent Death Stalks the Home Front! 


Although casualties on the war front are tragic­ 
ally high, it is an appalling fact that accidental 
deaths in the United States, since the outbreak of 
war, have been nearly three to one over .combat 
fatalities. 
If our list of dead and wounded on the Western 
Front ran as high as our roll of dead and maimed 
on the home front, the whole Nation would be in 
mourning. 
Yet, while war deaths shock us, we are still com­ 
placent about violent accidental deaths in the 
homeland, most of which are the result of careless­ 
ness, thoughtlessness or negligence—and which 
could be prevented by the exercise of reasonable 
caution. 
The National Safety Council, warning that Win­ 
ter months are exceedingly hazardous months, has 
launched a campaign to cut down our terrible 
home front death toll, appealing to people in every 
walk of life to protect their own lives, and the lives 
of others. “There is a lot of difference between the 
risks a fighting man must take and those we 
thoughtlessly invite,” declares the Safety Council. 
“His risks may shorten the war; ours may prolong 
it.” 
If you want to live out the war, and greet that 
soldier son when he comes home, be careful on the 
job; be careful in the home; be careful on the 
street—and when you drive, be doubly careful. 
Death at an intersection is just as final, just as 
cruel for the family and loved ones, as death in a 
fox-hole. Let’s be careful.

Which only goes to prove that 
you can use steamed squash in 
many recipes which call for pump­ 
kin. 
Merely using squash in place of 
the same amount of pumpkin will 
fill the cry, “We w ant pumpkin 
pie.” 
Remember to use evaporated 
milk, undiluted, in place of the 
top milk or cream; or you may 
use evaporated milk in place of 
the regular milk by merely dilut­ 
ing with an equal part of water. 
The total diluted milk must equal 
the amount of milk in the recipe. 
This is just another easy way to 
add extra milk to the family d iet

dinner, unite squash with 
pork sausage. The pork sausage 
in the center will flavor the vege­ 
table. 
Allow a good-sized piece

is enough. Bake at 375" for 45 
minutes or until tender. 
STEAM SQUASH 
If you wish to steam any-of the 
hard-shelled squash for a vege­ 
table, the time varies from 20 min­ 
utes for the soft kind (banana) to 
30 minutes for the other varieties. 
A dash of nutmeg stirred in just 
before serving is a new trick. Mix 
equal parts of mashed rutabagas 
and squash for those members 
who object when rutabagas are 
served alone. 
These are just a few of the 
many ways squash can be served. 
Your family will try new dishes 
if you serve them with enthusi­ 
asm. 
New dishes are a treat.

“I Rise to Remark 


By CONGRESSMAN JOHN PHILLIPS 


The body of precedents which 
m ake up the inauguration ar­ 
rangem ents began to accumulate, 
as custom s and 
traditions do, 
w ith 
the first 
inauguration of 
W ashington. A t 
th at tim e the 
Capitol was in N ew York, so on 
A pril 30th, 1789, W ashington took 
the oath of office in the Senate 
C ham ber of F ederal Hall, New 
York City. 
B efore the seccond inaugura­ 
tion, M arch 4th, 1793, and for the 
third, 
March 
4. 
1797 
(John 
Adams) 
the C apitol had 
been 
m oved to Philadelphia, and the 
oath w as taken in the “Old State 
House.” 
From the fourth. March, 1801, 
to th e inauguration of T yler in 
1841 all Presidents took the oath 
in the Capitol a t W ashington. T y­ 
ler, w ho followed Harrison, was 
a vice-president taking office on 
the d eath of a president, and the 
oath in such cases has alw ays 
been given im m ediately and at 
the m ost convenient place. Tyler 
took it in Brow n’s Hotel, W ash­ 
ington; Johnson, o n the death of 
Lincoln, took th e oath of office 
a t the W ashington Hotel; A rthur, 
follow ing Garfield, took it at his 
residence 
in N ew 
York 
City; 
T heodore Roosevelt, after the as­ 
sassination of McKinley, took the 
oath a t the home of Ansley W il­ 
cox in Buffalo; C alvin Coolidge 
took th e oath of office by lam p­ 
light in the little fam ily home in 
Plym outh, Verm ont, w here his 
father w as Justice of the Peace. 
The Presidents-elect have a l­ 
w ays com e to th e Capitol. W hen 
the date, March 4th, fell on S un­ 
day, th e ceremony had been held 
the 
following 
day. 
A fter 
the 
H ayes-Tilden cam paign, t h e r e 
was bitterness and some loose 
talk about “not 
letting 
Hayes 
take office,” so since the 4th fell 
on Sunday, G rant invited Hayes 
to th e W hite H ouse on Saturday 
the 3rd, where h e privately took 
tire oath. On M onday the 5th, he 
came to the C apitol and took it 
again, following custom, and in 
connection with th e formal cere­ 
monies. 
A t W ilson’s second inaugura­ 
tion, th e 4th again fell on Sun­ 
day, and it is interesting to see 
w hat he did. He took the oath of 
office on Saturday the 3rd, bu t he 
came to the Capitol and took it in 
w hat is called th e “President’s 
Room” 
adjoining 
the 
Senate 
C ham ber; then on Monday the 
5th he again came to the Capitol, 
took th e oath publicly and re­ 
view ed the inaugural parade. 
The custom of taking the oath 
and review ing th e parade from 
the E ast portico of the C apitol 
started w ith Jam es Monroe in 
1817, b u t it was skipped for two 
inaugurals, 1821 
and 1825, be­ 
cause o f bad w eather, a condition 
which those of us now in W ash­ 
ington 
w ill 
understand. 
From 
A ndrew 
Jackson 
in 
1829, 
to 
R oosevelt in 1944, in spite of the 
w eather, it had b een held at the 
Capitol in the presence of all 
who w ished to attend. 


This year, for the fourth inaug­ 
uration of the present president, 
the 
cerem ony as held 
at the 
W hite House on the South P o rt­ 
ico. Those w ho saw th e cere­ 
m ony came by invitation only. 
The law n South of the W hite 
House had been divided into sec­ 
tions for convenience in handl­ 
ing the guests. The section, di­ 
rectly under the porch, reserved 
for the mem bers of Congress, had 
thoughtfully been covered w ith 
green tarpaulins, avoiding w hat 
otherw ise 
would 
h a v e 
been 
slushy and sloppy ground under 
foot. 
Im m ediately following the in­ 
auguration, there w as a W hite 
House reception, to a 
“fam ily 
sized group” of about 2,000. The 
President did not appear; Mrs. 
Roosevelt 
and 
Mrs. 
Trum an 
shook hands w ith all th e guests. 
Mrs. Phillips and I w ent to the 
inauguration and the reception. 
We had a good tim e and the 
handling of the crowd was ex ­ 
cellent. We m ay have had certain 
m ental reservations as to how 
m any times this particular oath 
of office should be taken by the 
sam e person in a Republic, and 
possibly a sm aller reservation on 
the propriety of taking it “at 
hom e” or at w hat is technically 
the seat of th e people’s govern­ 
m ent, but it w as an exceptional 
occasion and these are exception­ 
al times. It w as im pressive and 
w e w ere glad w e w ent to it and 
had th e opportunity to see it.

Frank J. W iefels, pioneer resi­ 
dent of Banning and w ell known 
in Palm Springs, 
died at 3:30 
Tuesday m orning at the govern­ 
m ent hospital at Saw telle, follow­ 
ing a long illness which had kept 
him confined to a w heelchair for 
some tim e. 
Born in 
Krefield, 
Germany, 
Jan u ary 15, 
1860, 
Mr. Wiefels 
arrived at the age of 85 years a 
little m ore than tw o w eeks before 
his death. 
D uring the Spanish- 
Am erican war, h e served in the 
Philippines 
w ith 
the 
hospital 
corps. 
In 1905, Mr. W iefels arrived in 
B anning and started a m attress 
and upholstering shop. He also did 
carpentry. The first unit of 
the 
Southern Sierras Sanitarium was 
built by him. 
In 1908, Mr. W iefels opened the 
only undertaking parlor in 
the 
San 
Gorgonio 
Pass, 
retaining 
m anagem ent of 
it for 
many 
years. T he business is now con­ 
ducted by 
his daughter-in-law , 
Mrs. M ary W iefels. 
Surviving arc his w ife, 
who

grandsons,

Wiefels, stationed at Columbus, 
Ohio, and Frank L. Wiefels, who

Cooperating w ith the vital n a ­ 
tional need for nurses and train ­ 
ed public health personnel, the 
University of C alifornia Exten­ 
sion 
Divsion

Riverside class in Public Health 
and Preventive Medicine, accord­ 
ing to Dr. W arren F. Fox, R iver­ 
side County H ealth Officer, who 
will instruct the course. It w ll 
open W ednesday evening, F ebru­ 
ary 7, in room 113 of Riverside 
Junior College, and will consist 
of 
tw elve 
w eekly 
W ednesday 
evening m eetings. 
"During th e past weeks the 
nation has been m ade acutely 
aw are of the pressing need of 
the arm ed forces for nursing p er­ 
sonnel.

The m oney orders are sold 
at a flat rate of 5 cents. 
If a person w ishes to send $1.69, 
for instance, th e postm aster said, 
he buys a $1 postal note and a 
60 cent and a 9 cent stamp. These 
are affixed to the note, the pur­ 
chaser pays the $1.69 plus th e 5 
cent charge for the note, and 
takes the note w ith him, filling it 
out at home if h e wishes. One 
stub is torn off as the buyers' 
receipt, the other stub at th e pay­ 
ing postoffice. 
STAMPS AFFIXED 
Stam ps in denom inations of 10 
cents, 20 cents and up to 90 
cents and from one cent to nine 
cents have been issued so that 
there nevar w ill be more than 
two stam ps on an order, no m at­ 
ter w hat th e am ount. For persons 
w ishing to send more th an $10, 
the old m oney order is still avail­ 
able or they m ay send two postal 
notes. 
These notes, Mr. Gorham point­ 
ed out, m ust be cashed w ithin 
two m onths of the date of issue 
and they m ust no t be folded as 
they are like governm ent checks 
w hich run through a cancellation 
machine.

Riverside Chamber of Commerce 


Gains New Insight on Tramway 


Project as Villagers Give Talks 


Members of Ihe Riverside Chamber of Commerce this week had 
a clearer picture of the Mt. San Jacinto Tramway proposal and the 
"untold advantages to Southern California and especially Riverside 
county" as result of an address given them last week-end by Francis 
F. Crocker of Palm Springs.

ENDORSE PROJECT 


A t’ the conclusion of the m eet­ 
ing, many of those present signed 
slips endorsing the project. 
Total cost of the project, esti­ 
mated at $1,360,000, would be paid 
for by revenue bonds, “without 
cost to the taxpayer,” Crocker 
said. Planned as a postwar pro 
ject, the tram way would be ex 
tended a distance of 6000 feet up 
over the wilderness areas of the 
mountainside. 
. 
The project calls for cable-op 
erated cars, 
starting in Chino 
canyon, near Palm Springs, at an 
elevation of 2700 feet, and run­ 
ning 8500 feet above sea level on 
the heights of Mt. San Jacinto, 
Crocker said. 


REVIEWS HISTORY 


Crocker reviewed the 
years 
since 1941 when the first legisla­ 
tion for approval of the project 
was introduced in the state legis­ 
lature by the then State Senator 
John Phillips and of its ultim ate 
passage by both houses only to 
be defeated by Gov. C. L. Olson, 
largely because of disapproval of 
the method of appointing the di­ 
rectors of the tramway authority. 
Governor Olson also vetoed an 
other bill which sponsored the 
project. Disapproval of the second 
measure came only after commun­ 
ities on the west side of Mt. San 
Jacinto offered considerable op­ 
position to the legislation. 


PLAN NEW BILL 


A third bill, which was passed 
by both sessions of the legisla­ 
ture, met the same fate. 
“The committee plans to intro­ 
duce a new bill in the 1945 ses­ 
sion of the 
state 
legislature,” 
Crocker said. “The bill w ill 
be 
known as the Mt. San Jacinto 
Winter Park Authority act, and 
an important change from the old 
legislation is the one which vests 
title to the physical property in 
the state of California instead of 
in the City of Palm Springs as 
heretofore.” 


EASY ACCESS 


The sponsors desire to encour­ 
age the construction of an aerial 
tramway from the desert up the 
eastern slope of the m ountain “to 
provide a means of access into the 
mountain areas now inaccessible 
to all but the hardiest hikers,” 
Crocker added. 
He said it now required a day’s 
journey by horseback to reach the 
top of San Jacinto mountain and 
return to Palm Springs. “A n aer­ 
ial tramway would make it pos­ 
sible for more people to 
visit 
Round valley and Hidden lake 
in the shortest possible tim e.”

r e m o t e ,

there is a possibility of finding 
such unexploded practice bombs 
a t other than regularly designat­ 
ed desert bombing ranges. 


CHA NCE IS REM OTE 


Although it is very seldom and 
only in an emergency or accident 
that a training crew will drop 
one of these practice bombs Col. 
Smith wishes to take no chances 
of someone locating a bomb and 
not knowing what to do w ith it. 
These practice bombs, before 
being dropped, are blue, three 
feet long, cylinder shaped w ith a 
fin like four bladed tail and can 
cause serious injury to persons 
unfamiliar with the handling of 
them. 


D IF F IC U L T TO SE E 


The bomb after striking the 
ground m ight be split open or be 
buried in the ground with only 
the tail protruding, making it 
difficult to recognize as a bomb. 
Persons 
discovering 
one 
of 
these bombs, should under no 
condition attem pt to handle it, 
but should notify the March Field 
Ordnance Officer of the location 
of the bomb and their name and 
address. He will take immediate 
action to safely remove the bomb.

"Mendel, the Man Who Gave Us 
Key to Inheritance.” Mrs. 
Cockerell will tell about her 
“Trip to Brunn to the Garden in 
Which Mendel Worked.” The mo­ 
tion picture of the evening will 
be, “The Red Sunflower”. 
TALK ON SPIDERS 
On Wednesday evening, Febru­ 
ary 7, the Museum is open from 
to 9:30. A program will be 
given on “Spiders”. Prof Cocker­ 
ell will tell about Spiders, and 
there will be motion pictures 
showing spiders at work, and ex­ 
hibits of spiders. 
Gregor Mendel, to whom we 
are indebted for so much of what 
we know of heredity, was bom 
in Austrian Silesia in 1822, and 
died in 1884. As a boy, he so dis­ 
tinguished himself in school that 
his parents decided to give him 
unusual educational advantages, 
with the result that instead of be­ 
coming a farmer like his father 
he entered th e Augustinian 
House of St. Thomas at Brunn, or 
Bruno. He was later ordained a 
priest, but his principal duties 
were connected with teaching. 
Wishing to study heredity, he 


chose for his experiments several 
varieties of the common garden 
pea. He found that when there 
were opposing characters as tall 
or dwarf, green or yellow color 
of the peas, or crinkled or smooth 
peas, in a cross one of these char­ 
acters appeared in the offspring 
rather than the other. Such char­ 
acters were called dominant. But 
the other characters, hidden in 
the cross, and called recessive, re­ 
appeared under certain conditions 
and when individuals showing 
these were crossed they bred 
true. Out of these experiments 
Mendel developed a new theory 
of heredity. He published his 
findings, but no one with suffi­ 
cient understanding read his 
papers. It was sixteen years after 
his death that three naturalists 
almost simultaneously discovered 
Mendel’s paper and sensed its 
significance. Today we speak of 
the Mendelian theory and every 
biologist frequently refers to 
Mendel. A number of years ago 
Mrs. Cockerell made a pilgrim­ 
age to Brunn to see the place 
where Mendel worked. She was 
given a little piece of one of 
Mendel’s peas, mounted behind 
glass as a memento of the occa­ 
sion. There is at Brunn a splendid 
statue of Mendel, who used to 
say hopefully, “My time will 
surely come.” The red sunflowers, 
grown this winter in the Oasis 
g a r d e n s , beautifully illustrate 
Mendel’s principles. 
ON MINERALS 
Dr. William B. Colburn of the 
Cranbrook Institute of Science, 
who, early in January gave a lec­ 
ture on Flourescent Minerals at 
the Museum, very kindly left his 
flourescent minerals and his 


“Mineralight” at the Museum for 
exhibit to Museum visitors. This 
display has been used in demon­ 
stration by Mrs. Hale and has at­ 
tracted many visitors, and proved 
very popular.
